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CHAPTER 394.

AN ACT to amend section 3344 of the statutes and any acts
amendatory thereto, relating to innkeepers and livery-stable
keepers.

The pecple of the State of Wisconsin, represcnted in Scnale and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SeEcTION 1. Section 3344 of the statutes is amended to read:
Section 3344. Every innkeeper, hotel keeper, and every keeper
of a boarding-house shall have a lien upon and retain the pos-
session of the baggage and effects of any guest, * * * hoarder.
or lodger for the amount which may he due him for hoard or
lodging from such guest, hoarder, or * * * Judger until
siuch amount is paid; and every keeper of a livery or boarding-
stable, and every person pasturing, or keeping any horses, car-
riage, harness, mules, cattle, or stock shall have a lien upon and
may retain the possession of any such horses, carringe, harness.
mules, cattle, or stock for the amount which may he due him for
the keeping, supporting, and care thereof until such amount is
paid.

SEcTION 2. This act shall take effeet and be in force from and
after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 395.

.AN ACT to confer jurisdiction in divorce and bastardy pro-
ceedings or actions upon the municipal eourt of the city and
county of Milwaukee.

The pecple of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

Section 1. The municipal court of the eity and county of
Milwaukee is hereby given concurrent jurisdietion equal with
the circuit court in all divorce and bastardy proceedings or ac-
tions. All summonses, records, orders, and judgments in said
bastardy and divoree proceedings shall be filed with the clerk
of the circuit court, provided, however, that no such actions and
proceedings shall be commenced in said munieipal court. The
sald municipal judge shall have the same powers in all matters
and proceedings in said divorce and bastardy cases as the circuit
judges, and said municipal judge may at any time be requested
by the judge of any circuit court to hear, try, and determine any
such divorce or hastardy action. This act shall not be held to
